Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

He 
graduated from the University of Berlin and resided in Germany until 1933 
when, because of his writings, he became 4 political refugee.

Czechoslovakia from 1933 to 1935; entered the. United States in 1935, residing 


in Chicago, Illinois from 1935 to 1937, resided in New York City from 1937 to 
192 and resided in Missouri and Maryland in 1943 and part of 1944. He served 
with the United States Army from March, 193 to the middle of 196 in Ingland, 


France, Luxembourg and Holland _ as well as Belgium and Germany. He resided in

Mexico in 196 and became a naturalized citizen of the United ' States on’ May 26, 


193 in the Circuit Court at Neosho, Missouri. 


Heym was alleged by informants to have been a Comintern agent. In. 
August, 1948 Heym advised of his intention of. spending his immediate future 
in Czechoslovakia doing research work,. with the cooperation of the Czechoslo- 
vakian Government, as an author. He resided at 132 East 16th Street, New York 
City. After his trip to Czechoslovakia, he re-entered the United States on 
April 20, 1949 at New York City and resumed his residence at apartment e B41 
East 20th Street, New York City. 


Heym was listed as a sponsor of the Cultural and Scientific Conference 
for Peace held on March 25-27, 1919. He was the editor of a German language 
newspaper published by the Volks Echo Publishing Company of New York City from 
1937 to 1939. ; 


Heym was the author of the novel, "Hostages", in 192 and after his 


. discharge from the Army he published a novel called, "Of Smiling Peace". He was

also the author of a pamphlet, "Nazis in the USA", which was described as being 
an expose of Hitler's aims and agents in the U. S.A. : 


Qn April 30, 193 he had his name changed from Helmut. Flieg to Stefan 
Heym by the Supreme Court of New York. His mother, Elsie Krimol Flies, remarried 
after her first husband, Daniel Flieg, committed suicide in 1935. She married 
one Hugo Fuchs, a Rabbi by profession, in Germany who fled to Argentina, and 
subsequently to the United States and resided at 870 Riverside Drive, New York 
City. .

On February 13, 1950, the Arts, Sciences and Professions sponsored 
a "Rally Against the H-Bomb'' at Carnegie Hall, 7th Avenue and 57th Street, 
New York City. One of the speakers was Stefan Heym. Heym greeted the audience 
as "Fellow comradesof the atomic erat}, He said that the questionws whether 
we should follow a "bomb policy" or a "peace policy. He said that the 
government, ordering the use of the bomb, would be signing a warrant for its 
own destruction. He claimed that Japan was defeated before the first atomic 
bomb ever dropped on Hiroshima, and that the dropping of the bomb merely gave 
Japan an opportunity to surrender and still save face. He mentioned the 
tremendous destruction which took place in Germany, and said that in spite 
of the destruction brought by bombs, Germany was not defeated until her Army: 
in the field was defeated. He said that the same would apply in any future 
war, and that in his opinion the bomb couli never decide the war. He said 


that for this reason the hydrogen bomb should never be made by the United 
States.

How many people actually suffer 
by a sense of being hemmed in is 
hard to say. The GDR is a small 
place; you drive from one end to. the 
other in a few hours; and though it 
is a beautiful country and not as 
spoiled as most of the industrialized 
West by the uncontrolled mushroom- 
ing of cities and by pollution, it of- 
fers little of the Aroma of the Wide 
World that is being advertised on 
Western television to sell a certain 
brand of cigarettes. 


Since the best-guarded Wall is not 
an obstacle to the electron, and since 
most of the GDR is easily covered 
by West German and West Berlin 
television stations, its citizens get 
glimpses of the attractions of that 
Wide World without being able to 
enter it and catch a whiff of its real 
odors. That makes for a certain frus- 
tration — and for illusions. The 
authorities have given up their ef- 
forts to dissuade the population from 
looking on Western television; the 
obvious countermeasure, an improve- 
ment of the GDR television pro- 
grams, has been impeded by fright- 
ened officials who prefer to cling 
to well-worn formulas and who 
manage to have their newscasts and 
commentaries sound like court cere- 
monial. . 

The Government’s figures on the 
numiber of television viewers are 
kept a deep secret. I can only report 
my experience: Whenever I was on 
West German television, a variety of 
GDR people, from border guards to 
streetcar conductors to barbers and 
store clerks, have told me they saw 
and heard me; when I appeared on 
GDR television with a statement on 
Vietnam,. one person, an old party 
comrade, calied up to say how happy 
she was that finally I had graduated 
to a spot before our own cameras. 


The influence of Western television: 


and vadio on the minds of people 
here is considerable: It shapes their 
tastes in fashions, music.and film; it 


creates consumer demands that GDR ° 


industry and trade make belated ef- 
forts to fil]. 


People have money. Though wages 
and salaries are about 60 per cent of 
what they are in the West, and in- 
comes of over 2,009 marks ($870) a 
month are rare. In many cases, both 
husband and wife are working and 
there is always the Saturday and 
Sunday Schicarzarbeit (illegal work), 
where the skills of a man are applied 
privately to augment his income or 
to build the new dachas that dot the 
countryside, 


Rents are low. For my two-story, 
five-room house in a Berlin suburb, 
with kitchen, bathroom and a-small 
garden, I've been paying, since 1952, 
150 marks a month, the equivaient, 
at the official rate of exchange, of 
about $65. 


Nor is there, at least until now, 
any inflation biting into the citizens’ 
earnings. The other day at my but- 
cher’s, I happened to look at the 
price list.on the wall, and I was 
struck by the fly specks on it. The 
list, including its prices, had not 
been changed in 15 years, but the 
supply of meats and of the beloved 
German Wursts had greatly increas- 
ed both in quantity and variety. 
Shoes, which previously were pur- 
chased in the West by well-meaning 
relatives .and mailed into the GDR, 
you can now buy at lesser cost here, 
and if you figure in the still existing 
black-market exchange rate between 
West and East marks at approxi- 
mately 1 to4, their price is ridiculous. 

So, as not to appear too lyrical, let 
me add that you still have trouble 
getting items that are matter-of- 
course in the West. (S. H. mentions 
petty frustrations, e. g. non-availabil- 
ity of bathroom tiles.) 


Along with Western teievision and 
Western. radio broadcasts, it is

More Sugar Beet 


Sugar beet production will be con- 
siderably intensified this year in the 
GDR to reduce sugar imports, it has 
just been announced. The area un- 
der cultivation will increase by 
75,000 acres this year. The total area 
under sugar beet rose from 475,000 
acres in 1970 to 590,000 acres in 1974.

Heym never writes for more than a dozen pages 
or so without shifting his scene to another ‘part 
of the battle (alarms and‘ excursions offstage) 
and thus rotating his attention impartially among 
the members of his large cast. The result is 
choppy, fragmentary and disconcerting. One 
rarely doubts that each interlude is true enough 


‘to the spirit of the African war, but many of 


them -seem immaterial and irrelevant. It is a 
clumsy way of telling a story, particularly when 
quite extraneous characters are introduced. for 
a page or, two and then allowed to disappear 
from sight, never to be heard from again. 

So, in spite of an abundance of violent plot, 
espionage, murder, flight, pursuit and bloodshed, 
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“Of Smiling Peace” fails to hold together in a. 


sustained narrative. It is not as continuously 
exciting as a good spy story should be. In spite 
of its sincere and highly pertinent political thesis, 
it is too dull to be of much interest as a work 
of fiction. Perhaps if it had been written better, 
with more skill and. care, if its characters had 
been better integrated and.less shadowy, “Of 
Smiling Peace’ would have been more effective. 
But, unfortunately; it has none of the emotional 
power, none of the horrible drama, none of the 
terrible tension mae madese sroetaE es 80 abe 
sorbing.

Heym was born on April 10, 1913, at Chemnitz, Germamy, and is a 
graduate of the University of Berlin. He resided in Germany until 1933 when, 
because of hie writings, he became a political refugee. He lived.in 
Ceechoslovakia from 1933 to1935, in Chicago, Tllinois, from 1935 until 
1937, in New York City from 1937 to 1942, and in Missouri and Maryland during 
1943 and part of 19h. He served with the United States Army in England, .. 
France, Luxemburg, and Holland as well as Belgium and Germany until the ~~. 
middle of 1946. He resided for a time in Mexico. ‘ 


Heym is alleged by informants to have been a Comintern agent at 
one time. Investigation conducted by us reveals that he hae had contact with 
known Communists and has associated with suspected Communists. We recently 
learned that Heym departed from Halifax, Nova Scotia, on November 18, 19L8, 
destined for Rotterdem, Holland, where he was to remain for some time. It 
is not known if he has returned to this country as yet. We understand that’ = 
while he was abroad he intended to visit Czechoslovakia among other countries 
in Europe.
